Fabrics Are Sheer And Supple 


Silks and crepes and chiffons and 
voiles and Georgettes, these are ths 
materials that dominate the frock 
mode. Silk and flannel and very 
lightweight velvet—the latter for 
evening wraps—are the coat choice, 
although some velvet is used in the 
daytime mode—for trimmings and 
even for jackets.

Variety Characterizes Details 

When fashion tells us that sleeves 
may be long or we may go sleeve- 
less, that necklines may be high 
or square, round or V-shaped, that 
walstlines may be normal or lower 
—even higher than normal, and 
we may be bloused, caped or 
bolero-ed at will—can we fail to be 
appropriately dressed? The fact 
remains that there are still flagrant 
examples of what the well-dressed 
woman should not wear, but the 
situation is improving. 

Short skirts are responsible for 
many sartorial crimes, sleeveless 
dresses, also. So many colors and 
sO many lines and so many details 
lead to fussiness, which is some- 
thing the well-clad woman avoids. 
It is not easy to achieve an appear- 
ance of simplicity and at the same 
time accept a fair proportion of the 
fascinating variations that are so 
appealing—to not do so 1s to pro- 
claim oneself a fashion heretic, and 
to no purpose, 

From all the many offerings cer- 
tain things stand out as the back- 
bone of this well-liked summer 
mode.

No matter what its purpose, 
whether it be frock or coat, hat or 
shoes, gloves, handbag or scarf, 
any article under consideration is 
part of an ensemble, perhaps part 
of an ensemble within an ensemble, 
Matching and harmonizing and 
correlation of parts is the business 
of the day, and no matter how ex- 
pensively you may be dressed, or 
how lovely every item of your ap- 
parel may be, it is just failure, if 
it does not achieve an ensemble 
effect.

NCE again we approach the 

eason of the year when fash- 

ion, so far as our wardrobe is 

concerned, is at the cross- 
roads. And while fashion is mak- 
ing up her mind which road she 
will take, we are free to consider 
the many things that have nothing 
to do with her whimsaicalities. We 
have passed the let-down pertod 
that always follows a busy winter, 
and are ready to do constructive 
things—the house presents the 
most logical fleld for our endeavor 

The house, like its mistress, must 
have a wardrobe, and there are 
points of resemblance between the 
two.

—not even in the smallest detail. 
Contrasts not only exist but are, 
many times, {mperative, that hid- 
den beauties be accented, and 
sameness, or monotony, be elim- 
inated. 

In the dining and breakfast

There are the lamps and the floor 
coverings and the fireplace acces- 
sories, and there are hangings an@ 
curtains and potteries to consider. 
There is the mantlepiece to dress, 
and, if the walls demand them, ple- 


tures to be chosen and correctly 
hung. 

Incidentally, many of the walls 
{n modern homes are so decora- 
tive, in the finish that has been 


used, that pictures seem out of 
place. A tapestry, perhaps, but not 
always that, If the room is not to 
look fussed up. There is both dis-
